Faulkner complimented the col­ 
lege for maintaining its recogni­ 
tion that education is an indiv idual 
achiev ement. 
The Nebraskan said he felt young 
pe(^le should be educated to think 
clearly, to make decisions and to 
take leadership in gov ernment. 
He also pointed out that “ we 
hav e now found out it is not nec­ 
essary to hav e a war to hav e pros­ 
perity and employment. We hav e 
been at peace since Korea and our 
gross national product h a s 
in 
creased.” 
No Longer Rural 
Faulkner also noted 
t h a t the 
world is no longer rural but is 
becoming more and more urban­ 
ized and industrialized. 
“ Here on the prairies we con­ 
tinue to recognize that true liberal­ 
ism is the preserv ation of the 
dignity and freedom of the indiv id­ 
ual persmi, untrammeled by gov ­ 
ernment or business or by labor 
mechanism,” he said. “Here is

He h as been described as th e h uman brain 
beh ind th e electro nic brain th at made it po ssible 
fo r th e United States to develo p th e h y dro gen 
bo mb befo re So viet Russia, He also was o ne o f 
th e gro up o f scientists at Lo s Alamo s wh o de­ 
velo ped th e ato mic bo mb, a defender o f h is 
friend Dr. J. Ro bert Oppenh eimer and th e re­ 
cipient o f th e $50,000 Enrico Ferm i Award last 
April. 


Dr. Neumann was no t a native American. He 
w'as a Hungarian wh o came to th e United States 
in 1930 because h e th o ugh t h is ch ances wo uld be 
better in an atmo sph ere o f freedo m. 


His death reminds America o f several th ings, 
no t th e least is th e necessity to realize th at 
science reco gnizes no natio nal bo undaries and 
th at th e ach ievement o f nuclear fissio n was an 
internatio nal o ne wh ich selected th e United 
States as th e site. We h ave less justificatio n in 
claiming credit fo r th e bo mb th an in taking 
pride in th e fact th at at a time o f great decisio n 
men ch o se to give th eir secrets to a natio n 
wh ich is distinguish ed fo r its respect fo r man­ 
kind. 
A natio n will never go do wn as lo ng 
as it h o lds th e affectio n and respect o ' freedo m- 
lo ving peo ple every wh ere.

Twinkletues was unearth ed fro m 
a dusty trunk by Lady Wh itten 
Bro wn no t lo ng ago and flo wn to 
th is co untry in a Vickers Plane 
po wered by Ro lls Ro y ce engines 
—th e co mbinatio n th at pro duced 
th e 1919 event. But th e plane o f 
o ld w as a twin-engined biplane with 
o pen co ckpits and a to p speed 
o f 120 mph . Twinkleto es came o ver 
th is time in a Vickers Visco unt 
—being delivered to Capital Air­ 
lines—at 25,000 feet and 350 mph . 
Th e first trip must h ave been 
ex citing, even fo r so meth ing made

Alco ck and Bro wn spent much

Emmett Schwenke, secretary of 
the District 66 school board, op­ 
posed the plan because it would 
result in a higher mill levy for his 
district. 
At the present time District 66 
has a 4.9 mill levy; District 101, 
9.82 mills; District* 70, 7.66 mills, 
and District 136, 31 mills. 
A tentaftve tax plan for the four 
districts would make the levy 10 
mills if they assumed the District 
136 bond issue debt and eight mills 
if they did not. 
Izaac Meyers, mayor of Denton 
and a land owner in District 70, 
pointed out advantages to the re­ 
organization. He noted that there 
are two qualified teachers in Dis-j 
trict 136, the school has excellent 
facilities and it could ultimately 
become a four-teacher school. 
The school boards from the dis­ 
tricts will meet next Sunday 
to 
draw 
up petition 
requirements. 
Fifty-five per cent of the l e g a l 
voters in District 66, 101 and 
70 
must be in favor of the reorgani­ 
zation in order for it to pass. 
In District 136, the school board 
has the right to decide whether 
or not a merger will take place. 
Ronald Plachy, president of the 
District 1 Denton school board, 
initiated the proposal.

Servkes for the Blind, said ap- 
praximately $íK),000 was spent for 
the entire rehab ilitation program 
including staff salaries, travel ex­ 
penses and case costs. 
Ab out half of this sum was fed­ 
eral aid money . 
Win Pay 1 0 Times 


Hines said that national statis­ 
tics have indicated “that b efore 
the average rehab ilitated person 
dies, he will have paid to the fed­ 
eral government—in income taxes 
—ab out 10 times what it cost to 
rehab ilitate him .” 
There is a wide variety in the 
occupations in which these 58 per­ 
sons are now engaged. The list 
includes; secondary teacher, fac­ 
tory worker, farm m anager, jani­ 
tor, 
secretary , 
shoe 
repairm an, 
appliance repairm an, piano tuner, 
cafe owner and commercial re­ 
cording. 
Top salary earned is that of the 
school teacher whose weekly av­ 
erage is $87.50. 
In addition.to the occupations 
cited, Hines said several house­ 
wives now are capab le of perform­ 
ing all of their household duties. 
While they a re no t a ctua lly ea rn­ 
ing mo ney , they a re sa v ing mo ney 
which they fo rmerly ha d to pa y to 
hire these serv ices. 
Now Self-Supporting 
Hines said a ty pical example is 
27-y ear-old Rob ert Jaschke of Ne- 
ligh, Neb ., who has only 10 per 
cent normal vision. Thi.s y oung 
man was doing odd job s on his 
family 's farm when contacted b y 
the Services for the Blind. 
Jaschke now has his own shoe 
repair shop at Neligh and is en­ 
tirely self-supporting. 
The Board of Control agency 
paid Jaschke’s $260 tuition at the 
Neb raska State Trade School at 
Milford, w’here he took a 10-month 
course in shoe repairing. 
Upon completion of his course, 
the Services for the Blind pur­ 
chased shoe repairing equipment 
at a cost of $731.47 and estab lished 
a place of b usiness for Jaschke. 
Cost $1,000 
Hines said the total cost of the 
y oung Neligh m an’s rehab ilitation 
was slightly more than $1,000 and 
it took 17 months from the time 
he started training until he was 
self-supporting. 
“ There is no way tc m easure the 
b enefits ob tained b y these people 
in other areas,” Hines commented, 
“ such as: return to self respect, 
return to active participation in 
community life, and other social 
b enefits gained b y our b lind peo­ 
ple.” 
IM ^addition to the rehab ilitation 
caj« !?, the agency assisted in the 
sigb t restoration or prevention of 
b liiidfiess in more than 50 cases 
diiiijg the past y ear.' Hines said 
sifb t was restored in most of these 
cases and the average cost, per 
case., was $350. 
Services 
for 
the 
Blind 
also 
worked with 65 sightless children 
including counseling services for 
parents and nursery clinics b oth 
in schools and towns throughout 
the state.
